The Editor 
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Usually the Headmaster's message in a 
school magazine is a catalogue of the year's 
successes and ends by sending the graduating 
class away with a few well-chosen words of 
wisdom and a classical quotation or two. 

This time I would like to be a little more 
serious. We have had our successes this year 
and I don't think any of you can doubt that I 
wish you well in the larger world you are now 
entering. Nevertheless, you also know from 
our talks during the year that I am concerned 
about the type of world we are living in and 
your attitude to it. It seems to me that now is 
the time to think deeply about this larger 
world and its standards and to decide exactly 
on what terms you are going to meet it. 

Not too many years ago, young men in 
your position had a standard of values, ac- 
cepted by society, to help them and the 
doctrine of personal responsibility was felt 
by most of the population. By personal re- 
sponsibility I mean simply the fact that each 
man was expected to be responsible for his 
own actions and to take the consequences if 
those actions were not right. Today popular 
psychology seems to tell us that we are not 
responsible for our own actions and that, if 
we have faults, these can be attributed to 
something in our inheritance or upbringing. 
In other words, if we are not responsible for 
our sins we cannot be punished or condemned 
for them, and out of this has grown the feeling 
that an action is only bad if it has a bad 
result. Truth or some other abstract quality, 
therefore, is not absolute but is dependent en- 
tirely on the circumstances of the moment. 


Look around you. How many people today 
follow a doctrine of absolute integrity? How 
many refuse to cheat on an income tax return 
simply because it is wrong to do so? How many 
support the police just because they are the 
police? How many follow a law which is 
greater than they rather than a law which 
they make up as they go along? Think about 
this. Would you rather be completely at the 
mercy of circumstances or would you prefer 
to be able to choose? I venture to suggest 
that, if you are willing to puzzle this out 
sufficiently for yourselves, your answer will 
be that you would rather choose and that 
popular psychology is wrong. In other words 
you would rather be the masters of your own 
fates than the victims of events. If you come 
to this conclusion, then you will be fitted for 
life and, although you may be buffeted, you 
will never be vanquished. If Stansteadhas done 
anything towards setting you on the way to 
making the right decision in this regard, it 
will have been successful no matter what else 
has transpired. 

I don't have to tell you that all of you 
leaving this year have my best wishes. We 
will think of you often and we hope that you 
will keep in touch with us. We will also hope 
that you will be the captains of your souls 
and that you will be willing to stand up and be 
counted when it comes time to take responsi- 
bility for your actions, that you will develope 
an unshakeable standard of values. The world 
needs men or it maybe lost. Be men and good 
luck!

O lie Caine Wutiny Court Wartiaf 


The evenings of March sixth and seventh 
were the culmination of months of work by the 
Stanstead College Dramatics Club. Their 
praising-winning production was Herman 
Wouks "The Caine Mutiny Court Martial." 

The two act drama opened with Lt. 
Stephen Maryk (played by Peter Sharp) and 
his lawyer (portrayed by Fred Rodin) await- 
ing the entry of the members of the court. 
Maryk had relieved Captain Queeg of his 
command, the USS Caine during a typhoon 
in the South Pacific. Maryk is placed on 
trial for mutiny. His defense is that Captain 
Queeg was insane during the typhoon and 
unfit for command. Maryk justified the 
captain's relief under articles 184,185,186 
of Naval Regulations. 

Soon after the members of the court 
filed in, the prosecution began. The judge- 
advocate (Brian Austin) introduced a variety 
of crew members as witnesses. In order of 
appearance they were: 

Lt. Commander Queeg-(David Singer)- 
the capain of the Caine. 

Lt. Thomas Keefer -(Robert Wilton)- a 
close friend of the accused. 

Signal Man Urban-(John Hardy)- an un- 
educated sailor whose witty humour 
won the audience's delight. 

Lt. Willis Keith-(Dee Crabtree)- the as- 
sistant communications officer. 

Capt. Randolph Southard-(Mike Linsell)- 
an expert ship handler. 

Dr. Forrest Lundeen-(William 
Ballachey)-the head of the medical 
board which examined Capt. Queeg. 

Dr. Bird-(Ian Mclver)- another member 
of the board which examined Com- 
mander Quegg. 


The second act was the defense. Maryk 
took the stand and related many incidents 
which had led him to doubt his commander's 
sanity. Then quite emotionally Queeg refuted 
this testimony, but the situation improved for 
Maryk when a letter commending the charac- 
ter and integrity of the accused was read. 
The letter had been written by Quegg some- 
time after the mutinous incident. Shortly 
after the letter was read, the two lawyers 
summed up their cases, and Maryk was 
acquitted. 

That evening, Keefer, who had just 
received the first royalty on his new war 
novel, entertained the officers of the Caine. 
At the party Green wald displayed his con- 
tempt of Keefer, and his admiration of 
Queeg. The brilliant lawyer, who had been 
forced to ruin a man’s character in court, 
now praised Commander Queeg who might 
have been deranged for a short time during 
his arduous career. Keefer, on the other 
hand, had persuaded Maryk that the com- 
mander was abnormal, and consequently, had 
removed a needed vessel from service at a 
crucial moment. He had remained in the 
background, suggesting mutiny, and creating 
his derogatory war novel. Hence, in a fit of 
disgust, Greenwald tossed his drink in 
Keefer's face and staggered out. 

It was apparent to all that a superb job 
of type-casting had been done by the producer 
and director, Mr. John Jerome. The players 
were well-coached and a compliment to Mr. 
Jerome's hours of preparation. At a re- 
ception following the Saturday evening per- 
formance, the actors presented Mr. Jerome 
with a token of their gratitude.

The Cadet Parade this year, to our great disappointment, was not as good as we had 
anticipated it to be. It hailed. We were forced to leave out all of the displays on which our 
Cadets had so laboriously spent their time. 

Last year, it will be remembered that we had a snow storm the night before the Parade 
and we were forced to clean up the grounds so that it would be presentable. Otherwise the 
Inspection of last year came off successfully. 

This year we had a lot of advantages; we all had rifles, we had sufficient time for drill, 
our officers and NCO's were picked at the beginning of the year to get them accustomed to 
their respective positions. Nevertheless Mother Nature decided to even up the odds by pre- 
senting us with an unforseen problem, that of hail starting in the middle of the Parade. 

At 1400 hours on Saturday, May 9th we were properly formed up on the Parade Square, 
the normal procedure was carried out, of handing over command to the Major and he, to- 
gether with the Inspecting Officer, Major-General Fleury, Head of Quebec Command, inspected 
the Corps, which was at open order.

The Sherbrooke Track meet came on one 
of the warmest days we have had this year 
The 21-man squad along with managers, Mike 
Tobin and George Czeisler and coachers 
Peter Boyd and Alex Philip arrived at the 
parade grounds at 8:30 A. M. along with a 
flock of Stanstead spectators. Soon after 
"setting up camp" consisting of a tent and the 
Stanstead banner the meet began. 

The first event was the Junior 12 lb. 
Shot Put and even before the final throws 
were taken John Brohman had broken the 
Eastern Townships record with a fling of 
43 <H". q^at was starting inspiration 
for the team and in the next round of 
events Captain Doug. Broad took a first 
place and five more points in the Junior 
440 yd. dash with a time of 53.7 seconds 
-1 tenth of a second short of the eight year 
old record. Meanwhile in the other four 
classes Bishop's College and other close 
rivals were maintaining a close pace. Be- 
cause of our small team Stanstead could not 
enter contestants in all of the Juvenile and 
Midget contests and we had only one contestant 
in the Bantam and Pee Wee classes. It seemed 
that Stanstead's chances rested on the Junior 
team. However our Juvenile and Midget rep- 
resentatives began to add to the total when 
Larry Hitz took an easy first in the Midget 
8 lb. Shot Put with a toss of 45'3" and 
David Singer placed 4th in the 880 yd. Juvenile 
run. At the same time David Made an un- 
official school record with a 2:08.8 second 
time. 

By the middle of the morning, Stanstead 
College, Bishop's College and Sherbrooke 
High School were in a close battle for first 
place. Yet before the morning events were 
through Stanstead pulled slightly ahead when 
Doug. Broad came through with a first in 
the Broad Jump and Larry Hitz in his own 
class placed second in the Broad Jump. 
At the same time, Collin Church and Mick 
Raicevic placed 2nd and 3rd in the Junior 
pole vault. To add a finishing touch to the 
first half of the meet, Tom Garland placed 
second in the midget 880 yd. run, also mak- 
ing an unofficial class record of 2:13 seconds. 

By lunchtime there was great excitement 
over the possibility of capturing the Skinner 
Trophy and the Eastern Township Champion- 
ship from Bishop's College. It was a long 
hot wait before the meet continued. The 
temperature rose above 85 degree and the time 
keepers were late returning to the field. 
When they did, however, the field was filled

with close to 1,000 spectators. 

Again Stanstead Junior class led off the 
day when Bob Wilton won the final heat of 
the 100 yd. dash in 10.5 seconds. In the 
same race Doug. Broad placed 4th. The 
lead increased. From the midget class Larry 
Hitz won his second event of the day by 
throwing the discus 139’ 3", As a matter of in- 
terest the Juvenile Shot Put was held up for 
fear of Larry's "far-reaching" tosses. Then 
again from the Juvenile class David Singer 
took a third in the 440 yd. dash with a clocked 
time of 54.6 seconds. Confidence was running 
high as the lead increased. However the 
Bantam and Pee Wee events again began 
pushing Bishop's College and other Schools 
closer to Stanstead. Suddenly the first place 
position reverted to Bishop's College. Before 
long Stanstead was tied for third place with 
Cowansville High School. To cause more 
frustration the Juvenile and Junior events 
were running 2 hours behind schedule. Hope 
fell into despair as Bishops took a 12 point 
lead. Little Robert Hitz, who was our only 
Pee Wee participant, followed in his brother's 
footsteps as he took an easy first in the discus 
and broke the Sherbrooke Record with a throw 
of 81'8". The Junior team then came to life 
again. Bob Wilton won the final heat of the 
Junior 220 yd. dash in winning form with a 
time of 24 seconds. Dependable Doug. Broad 
took second in the high jump and Collin Church 
followed behind him in 4th place. Again Larry 
Hitz came to the starting blocks and took 
2nd place in the 220 yd. dash. 

The day's last event was the open mile 
and in it Clifford Lusby competing against 
boys 3 and 4 years older than himself. 
(Clifford turned 15 on May 30) placed 3rd 
in a field of 22. At the s ame time he estab- 
lished an unofficial school record of 4.53.7 
seconds. In the same race Daryl Seaman 
placed 5th. 

With the events completed (2 1/2 hours 
late) 347 boys waited anxiously for the final 
tabulation. Who knew what the results would 
be? Soon everyone knew - Stanstead was the 
new winner of the Skinner Trophy with 80 1 /2 
points to Bishop's 72 points. 

That, however was not the end of it all. 
Stanstead's Junior class (boys 18 and over) 
also won the Warren Lynch Trophy for Hign 
class aggregate with 431/2 points and Larry 
Hitz won the Inspector J. H. Hunter Trophy 
for the Midget class high aggregate.
